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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To expand a menu selection width and to 
improve operability by selecting a selective menu 
displayed on a screen with the operation of a cursor 
key, and scrolling the selective menu which is forced 
out of the screen. 

CONSTITUTION: Selection keys F1WF8 are provided 
corresponding to plural selective menus f1Wf8 displayed 
on a screen 1, cursor keys 3 and 4 are operated, a 
confirming key 7 is pushed, and the menu is selected. 
When the cursor key 3 is pushed, whether the cursor 2 is 
positioned at a right end or not is judged, when the 
cursor is not at the right end, it is moved to the 
right, when it is at the right end, whether the next 
menu exists or not is checked, when it does not exist, a 
BEEP sound notifies of nonexistance, when the next 
menu exists, the menu is scrolled to the right. At the 
time of the operation of the cursor key 4, the 
processing is performed in the same way. 
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[Operation] 

As shown in Fig, 1, menu selection keys fl to f8 coi 
to selection menus Fl to F8 displayed on the screen 1 aie provided. 
By operating the cursor key 3 or 4, the cursor 1 automatically moves 
to the position corresponding to the target selectionmenu fx, and by 
pressing the confirmation key 7, the menu is selected. When 
6\ selecting a menu which cannot fully be displayed on the screen, 
! p selectionis made possible by scrollingthe menu.

| ^ Fig. 7 is a configuration diagram of the system as a whole. In 

> \j Fig. 7, operations and details of processing of the keyboard 2 and 

\ { the CRT 5 will be described with reference to Figs. 1 to 6. 

| ^ Fig. 1 illustrates the system in which the selection menus fl to 

\ "> f8 are displayed on the screen 1, and data is entered from the 

f ^ keyboard 8. 



The selection keys Fl to F8, the cursor keys 3 to 6 and the 



<VQ confirmation key 7 are provided in correspondenceto the plurality of 
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selection menus £1 to f8 displayed on the screen 1. The kinds of 
menu are previously stored in the system. 

When the system is started up, the menus are displayed as 
shown in Fig. 1, and cursor key input is waited for in SI as shown 
in Fig. 2. The operator can select a menu by operating the cursor 
key 3 or 4 shown in Fig. 1. When pressing the cursor key 3, it is 
determined whether or not the cursor position is at the right end in 
S3 shown in Fig. 2. If the cursor is not at the right end, the cursor 
is moved to the right in Sll shown as in Fig. 2. When the cursor is 
at the right end, it is checked whether or not the next menu is 
present in S4 as shown in Fig. 2. If non-existent, BEEP sound is 
issued to notify the operator that there is no further menu. If there 
is the next menu, the menu is scrolled to the right in S6 as shown 
in Fig. 2. Fig. 3 illustrates the menu before scrolling, and Fig. 4 
illustrates the menu after scrollingto the right. 

A similar processing is performed when operating the cursor key 
4 shown in Fig. 1. Fig. 5 illustrates the menu before scrolling. Fig. 
6 illustrates the menu after left scrolling.
